YEH also established an office on the upper floor of the Chenchi Toa 
House in Wanchai, and another office at 41; P’ensh° eng Street in 
Ch'fienshan. Kost nf the cargo was stored at the Wanohai office. 
When he had sold the entire shipment, YEH left the Macao border araa 


on 21 October for Canton,
